And 
we  are  sorry  that  our  brethren  were  not  willing  to  accept 
the  compromise  that  was  ottered  them  before  any  trial  was 
had.  When  the  committee  of  tho  constitutional  Assembly 
offered  to  relinquish  all  the  public  funds  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly,  and  of  the  several  boards  and  seminaries,  and  only 
asked  to  have  every  church  allowed  to  choose  to  which  As¬ 
sembly  to  belong,  and  to  be  protected  in  their  individual 
rights  of  property  while  so  doing,  and  to  be  acknowledged 
and  treated  as  regular  Presbyterian  churches ;  we  think  the 
offer  embraced  more  than  could  have  been  reasonably  asked, 
and  was  one  that  ought  to  have  been  accepted ;  and  we 
think  that  all  the  subsequent  evils  of  litigation  arc  justly 
chargeable  to  those  who  refused  so  fair  an  otter.  \^  e  can¬ 
not  but  hope  that  our  brethren  will  yet  see  the  propriety  of 
consenting  to  such  an  arrangement,  and  that  further  litiga¬ 
tion  may  be  prevented.  The  offers  made  on  tho  other  side 
have  been  such  as  could  not  be  accepted,  because  they  re¬ 
quired  us  to  give  up  our  birthright,  #nd  consent  to  be  re¬ 
garded  and  treated  as  no  longer  members  of  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  church.  No  share  of  funds  whatever  coul  I  be  an  in¬ 
ducement  to  us  to  make  such  a  sacrifice,  much  less  the 
small  amount  that  was  offered.  We  claim  to  be  regular 
and  constitutional  Presbyterians,  and  we  cannot  but  feel 
deeply  injured,  when  this  claim  is  denied. 

That  our  brethren  were  wrong  in  the  ground  first  taken 
by  them  to  justify  thoir  exscinding  acts,  is  now  established, 
not  only  by  the  decision  of  the  court  of  Nisi  Prius,  but  also 
by  that  of  the  Court  in  Bank.  It  was,  that  the  Plan  of 
Union  was  unconstitutional,  and  therefore  void  from  the  be¬ 
ginning.  Both  decisions  have  been,  that  it  was  constitu¬ 
tional  and  valid. 

The  decision  of  the  Court  in  Bank  justifies  the  exscind¬ 
ing  acts,  iiidpod,  but  it  is  on  another  ground.  It  takes  away 
the  ground  on  which  it  was  professedly  based,  and  leaves  it 
without  sup|M)rt,  except  in  the  assumption  of  a  new  principle, 
entirely  unknown  before  in  our  church,  and  unsupported  by 
our  constitution. 

It  is  the  assertion  of  such  legislative  authority  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly,  as  gives  it  a  right  to  cut  oft'  a  minority  at

Synodical  Meetinus. — ^The  Synod  of  New-York  met 
agreeably  to  adjournment,  on  Tuesday  evening,  October 
15th,  in  Ac  Pearl  street  Presbyterian  church,  a  new  and 
beautiful  building,  occupied  by  the  congregation  under  the 
pastoral  care  of  Mr.  Rowland.  The  sessions  were  opened 
by  a  sermon  from  the  moderator,  Thomas  H.  Skinner,  bish¬ 
op  of  the  Mercer  street  Presbyterian  church,  from  Ps.  8.  1 : 
“  Oh  Lord  how  excellent  is  thy  name  in  all  the  earth.”  1  he 
preacher  presented  the  subject  of  the  world’s  conversion, 
the  great  object  of  all  ecclesiastical  bodies,  in  a  spirit  of  en¬ 
larged,  and  enlightened  Christian  sympaAy.  The  little 
vexations  of  the  church  at  home  looked  exceedingly  unwor¬ 
thy  of  contemplation,  while  the  mind  was  fastened  upon  it. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  the  Synod  met,  according  to 
adjournment,  in  the  Mercer-street  Church.  Wednesday 
evening,  the  sacrament  of  Ac  Lord's  Supper  was  adminis¬ 
tered  ill  the  Spring-street  Church ,  and  was  a  deeply  intci- 
csting  occasion.  The  remarks  by  Samuel  H.  Cox,  bishop 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Clinrch  in  Brooklyn,  on  the  dis¬ 
tinguishing  grace  of  God  in  the  salvation  of  men,  were  just 
and  eloquent. 

On  Thursday  morning,  the  Synod  visited  the  Theological 
Seminary,  at  the  request  of  its  President,  rhomas  McAulcy, 
bishop  of  the  Murray-street  Presbyterian  Church,  and  were 
introduced  to  the  noble  library  of  that  young  and  flourishing 
institution.

Wc  must 
guard  against  inactivity  and  sloth,  under  the  plea  of  pru¬ 
dence,  for  that  is  desolative  also.  Is  it  not  high  time  for 
deep  personal  examination  1  Is  it  not  time  for  Ae  anxious 
inquiry,  “What  wilt  thou  have  us  to  do  I”

PROPOSED  DIVISIOt:  OF  THE  SYNOD. 

This  “  exscinded”  judicatory  is  so  large,  that  it  ought  to 
become  two  bands.  It  has  ten  presbyteries  ;  but  the  breth¬ 
ren  so  highly  estimate  the  privilege  of  meeting  together  and 
of  keeping  together,  in  these  dividing  and  subdividing  times, 
that  it  is  difficult  to  agree  when  and  how  to  divide.  The 
subject  was  proposed  last  year,  at  Norwich  ;  and  a  commit¬ 
tee,  consisting  of  one  from  each  presbytery,  was  appointed, 
who  reported,  at  Ithaca,  in  favor  of  the  measure.  After 
much  fraternal  discussion,  the  whole  subject  was  postponed 
to  the  next  stated  meeting,  to  convene  at  Homer  the  first 
Tuesday  in  October,  1840.  _ 

AMERICAN  slavery. 

On  the  subject  of  slavery,  the  Synod  adopted  the  resolu¬ 
tions  passed  by  the  Cortland  Presbytery,  (substituting,  of 
course,  the  word  Synod  for  Presbytery  ;)  see  Evangelist  of 
Sept.  21st,  and  Observer  of  Sept.  28th.  None  opposed  the 
sentiments  of  the  resolutions.  But  some  apprcliendcd  that 
it  might  be  unwise  for  the  Synod  to  pass  them,  lest,  in  the 
character  of  an  ecclesiastical  judicatory,  we  Aould  appear 
before  the  world  as  assuming  political  grounds.  Not  that 
the  resolutions  tliemselves  Iiad  any  political  aspect ;  but  the 
subject  to  which  they  related  was  now  coming  fully  into 
politics.  In  reply  it  was  said,  that  when  the  excise  laws 
were  brought  upon  the  political  arena  m  Massachusetts, 
ministers  Ad  not  hesitate  to  speak  their  minds  freely  on  the 
matter  in  contest,  both  in  their  individual  and  associated 
capacity.  Also,  it  was  inquired,  if  the  lovers  of  strong 
drink  in  the  state  of  New-York  Aould  now  band  together, 
to  send  men  to  our  Legislature,  who  woul  1  oppose  the  peti¬ 
tions  of  the  friends  of  Temperance,  then  that  subject  would 
be  in  polities,  in  this  state,  would  it  not  1  And  if  so,  must 
ecclesiastical  judicatories  cease  to  speak  in  favor  of  the 
Temperance  Reform  1  Another  supposition  was  presented : 
All  evangelical  denominations  agree  to  unite  to  rn«e>Ki  *!,« 
Sabbath  from  desecration.  It  occurs,  either  by  tho  action 
of  the  friends  or  of  the  enemies  of  the  Sabbath,  that  the

Your  petitioners  regard  it  as  susceptible  of  the  clearest 
proof,  that  intoxicating  drinks,  as  a  beverage,  are  never  use¬ 
ful,  but  always  to  a  degree  injurious ;  that  while  their  use 
in  no  case  is  beneficial,  their  tendency  always  is  to  destroy 
the  health,  to  occasion  premature  death,  to  degrade  the  cha¬ 
racter,  to  disqualify  the  individual  using  it  for  a  conect  dis¬ 
charge  of  life,  to  iii^rrupt  and  destroy  domestic  peace  ;  and 
when  we  extend  our  view  from  individuals  and  from  our 
domestic  or  social  circles,  to  the  state  or  nation,  we  see  the 
prevailing  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  crippling  its  physical 
power,  impairiqg  beyond  any  other  cause  its  pecuniary  re¬

tion  which  has  driven  its  ploiighAare  through  the  founda¬ 
tions  of  our  beloved  Zion  !  We  have  endeavored  to  do  it 
in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  aiul  bv  the  voice  of  remonstrance 
and  entreaty  ;  anil  wc  have  sought  to  delay  what  we  co>ild 
not  prevent.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  two  years  ago, 
we  succeeded  in  pi  eventing  Ae  adoption  of  any  measure 
which  tended  to  a  violent  disruption  of  that  body  ;  and  at 
the  meeting  last  year,  we  endeavored  to  do  the  same,  but 
without  success.  Our  brethren  would  not  consent  that  wo 
should  remain  with  them,  but  on  condition  that  wo  Aould 
I  give  up  groat  constitutional  principles,  and  sanction  tho  re- 
i  vohitionarv  and  divisive  measure  adopted  by  tho  Assembly 
of  1887.  That  Assembly,  as  you  know,  cut  off,  without 
trial  or  form  of  process,  four  Synods,  embracing  600  minis¬ 
ters  and  60,000  church  nionibera.  I'hey  allog^,  as  a  justi¬ 
fication  of  this  art,  that  these  Synods  were  liMod  ujion  the 
Plan  of  Union  of  1801,  which  they  declared  unconstitution¬ 
al  and  void  from  the  beginning.  We  could  not  sec  how 
Aese  Synod  were  at  all  bsstal  ujion  that  plan,  sineg  they  had

Tho  health 
of  tho  people  generally  is  good ;  and  every  interest,  public 
aiul  private,  appears  prosperous.  I  hope  in  my  next  to  give 
you  some  account  of  other  matters.” 


I  \Mien  assured  that  this  was  improbable,  he  would  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  truth  was  told  him,  said  they  wer*  deceiving 
kim,  and  apoke  in  a  ven  excited  and  violent  manner.

A  letter  from  Mr.  List,  consul  at  Leipsic,  says — 

“  Not  only  (>an)>ers,  but  even  criminals,  are  transported 
from  the  interior  of  this  country,  in  order  to  be  embarked 
there  for  the  United  States. 

“A  Mr.  D.  Steen,  formerly  an  officer  in  the  service  of  the 
Duke  of  Save  Gotha,  has  lately  made  propositions  to  the 
smaller  states  of  Sa.xonv,  for  transporting  their  criminals  to 
the  United  States,  at  S75  per  head,  vriiich  offer  lias  been 
accepted  by  several  of  them.  The  first  transport  of  crim¬ 
inals,  who  for  the  greatest  part  have  been  condemned  to 
hard  labor  for  life,  (among  them  two  notorious  robbers,  Pfeiel 
and  Albraunt,)  will  leave  Gotha  on  the  1.5th  of  this  month, 
and  it  is  intended  by  and  by  to  empty  all  the  work-houses 
and  jails  of  tho  country  in  this  manner.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  several  other  states  ysill  imitate  the  nefarious 
practice. 

It  has  of  late  also  become  a  general  practice  in  the  towns 
and  boroughs  of  Germany,  to  get  rid  of  their  paupers  and 
vicious  members,  by  collecting  the  means  for  effecting  their 
passage  to  the  United  States  among  the  inhabitants,  and  by 
su]>plying  them  from  the  public  funds. 

Famine  in  India. — It  appears  from  the  recent  transactions 
of  the  British  India  Society,  that  within  the  last  seventy- 
three  years,  no  less  than  sixteen  desolating  famines  have 
occurred,  and  that  too  in  a  country  the  soil  of  which  is  al¬ 
io  wihI  to  be  one  of  unexampled  fertility,  and  the  resources  of 
which,  it  cannot  bo  denied,  if  properly  managed,  would  be 
fully  adequate  to  all  the  do  Hands  of  its  teeming  millions. 
I'he  dates  at  which  these  famines  are  said  to  have  occurred, 
are  1766,  1770,  1782,  1792,  1803,  1804,  1819,  1820,  1824, 
1829,  1832,  1833,  1836,  1837,  1838,  and  1830.  Some  of 
the  earlier  of  these  famines  may,  it  is  stated,  be  referred  to 
the  simultaneous  occurrence  of  wars ;  but  with  respect  to 
those  of  the  last  twenty  years,  which  have  been  a  time  of 
profound  peace,  no  such  cause  can  be  assigned. 

The  accounts  which  are  given  of  the  famine  of  1838  arc 
appalling  in  the  extreme.  At  Agra,  78,000  pining  wretches 
were  fed  by  the  bounty  of  the  public,  on  the  14th  April ; 
and  between  the  1st  and  15th  of  March,  71,533  infirm  and 
sightless  creatures  were  fed  in  the  same  manner.  So  great 
were  the  ravages  of  death,  that  the  air  was  tainted  with  the 
cflluvia  from  the  putrefying  carcasses  of  men  and  cattle,  and 
the  rivers  of  the  Jumma  and  the  Ganges  were  choked  up 
and  poisoned  by  the  dead  bodies  thrown  into  their  channels. 
The  water  and  fish  of  these  rivers  were  rejected,  as  unfit 
for  use.  The  mortality  was  at  the  rate  of  10,000  per  month  ;

It  consists  of  the  Terror,  340  tons, 
and  the  Erebus,  370,  six  guns  each,  built  expressly  for  this 
purpose,  and  finished  and  furnished  in  the  most  complete 
style,  under  the  eye  of  the  Royal  Society,  at  the  Admiral¬ 
ty’s  expense.  The  ships  are  in  three  compartments  below, 
for  greater  safety.  Double  decks,  spare  rudders,  eight  boats, 
two  sets  of  all  imaginable  needed  instruments,  &c.  are  8U|>- 
plicd,  with  the  most  perfect  arrangements  for  warmth  and 
ventilation.  Fresh  provisions  for  three  years  are  on  board, 
with  plenty  of  pcmmican,  dtc.  The  expedition  is  to  esta¬ 
blish  observatories  at  St.  Helena,  the  Cape,  and  Van  Die- 
man’s  Land  ;  thence  to  make  for  the  Antarctic  Pole  as  far 
as  possible.  The  highest  latitudeyet  reached  is  73  degrees, 
by  Captain  Weddell,  in  1823.  The  relatives  of  the  parties 
had  put  on  board  all  sorts  of  niceties,  includi^  a  twelfth 
cake,  to  be  opened  next  January  6th.  Captain  Ross  is  com¬ 
mander.  Crozier,  who  is  captain  under  him,  was  lieutenant 
under  his  captaincy,  and 
they  have  always  sailed  together. 

The  Bishop  of  London  has  strongly  recommended  the 
eccentric  Rev.  J.  Wolff,  LL.D.  to  the  attention  of  all  seri¬ 
ously  disposed  persons,  and  has  lately  presented  him  to  the 
living  of  Linthwaite,  in  Lancashire,  near  Huddersfield. 

A  narrative  of  Dr.  Wolff’s  personal  adventures  is  on  the 
eve  of  publication. 

A  PRACTICAL  Farmer  and  Breeder. — The  American 
Farmer  (Md.)  says  :  “Gov.  Sprigg’s  collection  of  fine  cat¬ 
tle,  on  his  farm  in  Prince  George’s,  is  said  to  be  superior  to 
any  other  in  the  state.  The  base  of  his  present  stock  is 
Holdemess,  Teeswater,  and  Bake  well,  cross^  upon  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  by  the  best  Durham  bulls.  ‘  He  has  about  filly 
cows  and  heifers,”  says  a  conespondent  of  the  Farmer,  “  the 
most  perfect  looki^  animals  I  ever  saw,  and  he  has  also  fine 
Saxon  and  South  Down  sheep.’  The  South  Down  sheep, 
are  in  high  repute. 

Peru. — We  have  a  letter  from  Callao  of  July  Slst,  which 
represents  the  conduct  of  the  Chilians,  since  they  became 
masters  of  the  country,  to  have  been  most  outrageous. 
According  to  this  letter,  which  is  from  a  respectable  source, 
the  greater  part  of  tlie  1800  men  of  the  Protector  Santa 
Cruz,  who  were  killed  at  Yungay,  were  massacred  in  cold 
blood,  after  the  surrender. 

The  dead  body  found  in  a  canal  basin  at  Eric,  Pa.  turns 
out  to  be  Mr.  Thomas  Gregg,  a  respectable  grocer  of  Ro¬ 
chester,  N.  Y. — a  man  of  exemplary  character,  who,  it  ap¬ 
pears,  was  traveling  West,  and  must  have  been  murdered  ; 
a  hundred  dollars  which  he  took  with  him  not  having  been  i 
found  on  his  person.  He  has  left  a  wife  and  children. 

Arrival  of  Troops. — The  4th  regiment  of  artillery, 
from  the  Trenton  cncamj  ment,  arrive  last  night.  The 
whole,  450  in  number,  appear  to  be  in  excellent  health. 
This  morning  the  Cleveland  was  chartered  for  8300  to  carry 
to  Detroit  8\ich  of  the  regiment  as  are  destined  to  western 
posts. 

Fire  and  Robbery  in  Alton.  —We  learn,  verbally,  that 
a  destructive  fire  occurred  in  Alton  night  before  last.  The 
circumstances,  as  near  as  we  have  been  able  to  gather  them, 
are  reported  to  be  about  this.  The  fire  origmated  in  the 
store  of  Mr.  Buffum,  on  the  comer  of  Third  and  State 
streets,  from  whence  it  extended  to  the  adjoining  buildings, 
consuming  the  stoie  of  Mr.  Waples,  and  in  all  some  ten  or 
twelve  buildings,  including  the  printing  office  of  tho  Tem¬ 
perance  Herald.  Mr.  Buffum  had  a  large  amount  of  goods 
on  storage,  estimated  at  about  810,000,  which  it  is  believed 
were  stolen,  and  the  house  set  on  fire.  Shortly  after  the 
fire  broke  out,  a  wagon  waa  seen  leaving  the  town  loaded 
with  goods. 

An  officer  from  Alton  arrived  here  yesterday  evening,  and 
communicated  with  the  officers  of  this  city.  He  succeeded 
in  tracing  the  wagon  to  within  a  few  miles  of  this  city,  when 
he  lost  all  trace  of  it.  If  the  goods  in  Mr.  Buffum’s  store 
were  not  stolen,  they  were  destroyed  by  the  fire.  We  have 
not  heard  an  accurate  statement  of  the  damage  done,  but  if 
the  report  be  true,  the  loss  sustained  must  amount  to  aeve-

Great  Bargains  in  Land. — The  hard  times  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  have  occasioned  the  sacrifice  of  large  quantities  of  va¬ 
luable  property.  The  editor  of  the  Raymond  Times  says, 
that  good  plantations,  with  every  improvement  and  conve¬ 
nience,  such  as  houses,  gins,  and  negro  cabins,  have  often 
been  sold  at  from  two  to  five  dollars  per  acre.  In  Madison 
county  some  superior  plantations  have  been  sacrificed  in  the 
same  way.  It  might  be  well  enough  to  call  the  attention  of 
emigrants  from  the  old  states  to  these  bargains.  Numbers 
of  families  are  moving  to  wild  unimproved  lands  beyond  the 
Mississippi,  because  they  are  to  be  obtained  at  the  govern¬ 
ment  price  of  81  25  per  acre,  when  the  very  best  of  lands 
in  the  state,  under  a  high  state  of  improvement  and  cultiva¬ 
tion,  may  be  had  for  a  mere  song. — N.  0.  Bulletin.

Mail-conveyance  Contract. — Under  this  title,  the 
House  of  Commons  has  printed  the  agreement  entered  into 
by  the  Government,  with  Mr.  Cunard,  for  the  conveyance 
of  the  North  American  mails.  It  stipulates  that  the  mails 
shall  be  dispatcheil  twice  every  month  from  Liverpool  to 
Halifax,  and  twice  every  month  from  Halifax  to  Liverpool. 
For  executing  this  service,  Mr.  Cunard  is  to  provide  and 
keep  a  sufficient  numlicr  of  good  and  efficient  steam  vessels, 
furnished  with  engines  of  not  less  than  300  horses’  po.ver. 
Mr.  Cunard  also  undertakes  to  convey  the  dispatches  and 
mails  twice  every'  calendar  month,  to  Boston  from  Halifax, 
and  to  Halifax  from  Boston  ;  and,  when  the  St.  I.awrence

Still,  Mr.  Editor,  there  will  be,  and  is,  difi'erence  of 
views  on  the  subject ;  and  an  honest  and  frank  expres¬ 
sion  of  those  view's  by  all  who  may  wish  to  express 
them,  cannot  but  result  in  good,  and,  in  time,  in  obtain¬ 
ing  from  the  legislature  what  upon  the  whole  will  lie 
best  for  the  general  interest.

The  VICTORIOUS  taker  ok  Cities. — Among  their 
battering  engines,  the  Roman  army  had  formidable 
nriachines,  which  werg.  called  heleupoleis — takers  of 
cities ;  and  of  those,  there  was  one  which,  from  its 
power  of  beating  down  everything  Itefore  it,  was  called 
the  victorious.

True,  the  reduction  of  the  moun¬ 
tainous  evils  of  this  great  city  (London)  is  attendcti 
with  jteculiar  difficulties  ;  but  there  is  that  in  the  gospel 
which  exults  in  difficulty,  and  gathers  strength  from 
conflict.  The  more  im|>regnable  the  walls  of  Jericho, 
the  greater  the  occasion  furnished  for  the  display  of 
almighty  power,  and  the  more  splendid  the  triumph. 
Never,,  perhaps,  did  there  exist  a  finer  opportunity  of 
exhibiting  to  the  world  the  transforming  pstwer  of  the 
gospel,  than  that  which  invites  the  citizens  of  London 
to  unite  in  the  spiritual  conquest  of  their  great  city.
